Dcember 11, took a materm- 
ty. patient to Sibley Hospital in 
Washington, O. C. Same day. treat¬ 
ed a patient who fell and broke his 
back in the vicinity of the Gun Club; 
took him to Leland Memorial, De¬ 
cember 19, took a Parkway resi¬ 
dent to Leland Memorial. 

Because of the increased number 
of calls w'hich the squad is answer¬ 
ing every month, the crew will, in¬ 
terview people interested in joining 
the squad, at a meeting in the fire¬ 
men’s room under the firehouse, on 
January 4 at 8 p.m. Anyone inter¬ 
ested in doing a public service of 
this kind is invited to attend.^ It 
enough new members are obtained 
in this way, a first-aid course spon¬ 
sored by the American Red Cross 
win be oftered.

Angus B. MacGregor, landscape 
engineer for Greenbelt, died sud¬ 
denly of pneumonia Tues<lay morn¬ 
ing as he was being taken by am¬ 
bulance to the hospital. Mr. Mac¬ 
Gregor, known and loved by every¬ 
one in Greenbelt, had been at work 
Monday making liis usual inspe«tion 
of the community in his familiar sta¬ 
tion w'agon, and was preparing for 
work Tuesday morning when he 
was stricken. 

He was associated with the de¬ 
velopment of Greenbelt from the 
very earliest days, and was respon¬ 
sible for all of the landscaping which 
has made the city a show place. He 
insisted upon saving as many of the 
lovely old trees as possible and 
used his skill and knowledge to en¬ 
hance and pre.serve the natural 
heaiity of the project. 

Native of Scotland 

Mr. MacGregor, who was 67 years . 
old, was born January 17, 1882, in 
Blairgurie, Perthshire. Scotland. He 
rriarricd Miss Anne Blakc-Hales of 
Sussex, England, in 1911. They liv¬ 
ed in England until 1914, when they 
came to the United States at the re¬ 
quest of J. P. Morgan so Mr. Mac¬ 
Gregor could landscape his e5;tate. 
They lived on Long Island, N. Y., 
for many years wliere Mr. Mac¬ 
Gregor worked for owners of sev¬ 
eral large estates, and moved to 
Maryland in 1931 when he wont to 
work at the Beltsville Research 
Center. 

He was a member of St. John’s 
Episcopal Church, Mt, Rainier, and 
was affiliated with the Masonic 
Lodge of Antiquity, No. 11, New 
York City. He had liveil at LA 
Wood I and way in Greenbelt for 
the last two years. 

Mr. Mac^iregor is survived by his 
wi<low, !Mr?. .Annie B. MacGrc-g^^r; 
his three children, Mrs. George C. 
Daffin, James C. MacGregor, Mrs, 
Stephen A. Miller, and five grand¬ 
children, all of Greenbelt.

Happily in keeping with the spirit of “good will to men” pres¬ 
ent in this se ason, cooperation is superseding conflict as the key¬ 
note of the Greenbelt-Capital Tranist relationship. 

In the early stages of preparing for a meeting between the 
protagonists—“Oops! pardon, interested parties—^E. C. Giddings, 
who wUl represent the transit firm at the Greenbelt Citizens Asso¬ 
ciation meeting next month, said that before Greenbelt could be 
given better, service it would have to show that it would pay. He 
argued that, since Capital Tranist is losing money on the relatively 
inexpensive short-run bus to Branchvilk , it would lose much more 
on an express bus to downtown Washington. He expressed dis¬ 
belief in The Cooperator’s contention t.hat commuters would fill 
several rush-hour express buses each v/ay, happy to give up the 
problems involved in driving back and forth every day. 

We don’t think Greenbelters are willing to show how avidly 
they would grab at an express service by increasing their patron 
age of the present schedules. But we are willing to bet that a 
social room crowded with Greenbelt commuters, anxious to help 
solve the present impasse, will be a strong convincer.
